W. Z. Vcsizey, of Vermont, com- 
mander in chief. 
The twenty-sixth 


gathering was held at Washington, 
Commander in Chief John Palmer, of 
New York, presiding. 
The twonty- 


seventh encampment was held at In- 
dianapolis hist year and was in charge 
of Commander in Chief A. Q. Wcissert, 
of 
Wisconsin. 
The 
twenty-eighth 


gathering, which is soon to occur at 
Pittsburgh, will bo directed by Capt 
John G. H. Adams, of Massachusetts,

BQjtory of the Grand Army. 


The history of the organization of 


,the Otand Attay of tjro Hepnbllo by Dr. 
P. F, Stepheneon, of Dooatur, 111., is 
too well known to need repetition. 
Soon utter tbe formation, of the first 
poet at tXwatur, on April 6, 1800, the 
order awnmed enormous proportions, 
and on November 60, 1800, the first na- 
tional encampment washeid at Indian- 
apolis. Gen. B. A. Hurlbut, of Illinois, 
wan elected the first commander in 
chief. The second national session 
was held in Philadelphia in January, 
1808. It was daring tbV mooting that 
the rale was established abolishing tho 
tiao of all military title* in connection 
with grand army affair*, with the re- 
sult that In the post-room the major 
general tfoA private stand on an equal 
footing, no tfanka being- recognized ex- 
cept those derived directly from the 
order. Qeiv John A. Logan, of Illi- 
nois, wio '«•»» elected couimander In 
ohiet w*» in hearty sympathy with 
this demooratfa legislation. The third 
enoampmont. whioh met at Cincinnati 
in I860, »Dd the fourth, which was held 
at Washington in 1870, reeleoted Don. 
Logan chief of the order. In 1871 the 
boys In hlus met at Boston and elected 
Gon. Ambrose 13. Bttrnslde, of Rhode. 


who wus elected head of the army last 
year. 


The Soldiers nml Thvlr Work. 


Reports submitted at the last annual 


encampment showed the membership 
of the grand army to be 103,024. It is 


The corruption in Chinese public life 


is so general that it has ceased to ex- 
cite any comment among those who 
are familiar with the workings of that 
bureaucratic system, so perfect in 
theory, so lamentably deficient in 
practice.

This Incident, says a Shang- 
hai letter In tho New York Tribune, b 
tho appointment of o new taotai of 
Shanghai. 
Tor months there have 


been rumors of a change lu this Im- 
portant official place, out no one knew 
exactly the facts. 
Recently the Po- 


king Gazette came out with the notice 
that January 11 last "Lu Peh-Yang is 
appointed taotai of the Soo-Sung Tal 
circuit." It may be necessary to state 
that though this gazette appeared a 
fow days ago, it really represented tho 
oiBcial acts of the emperor and the 
heads of the different boards for Jan- 
uary 11. 
There are no reporters in 


China eager to send out appointments 
by telegraph the day they arc made. 
Three or four months Is the usual time 
consumed in getting any official action 
before the public in the pages of the 
court organ.

impressive ceremony; and arrange- 
ments are to be perfected at the na- 
tional encampment to make it a na- 
tional event. It may bo of interest to 
old soldiers to know that Dr. Stephen- 
son's widow and two daughters are 
now residents of Petersburg, where 
tho colonel's memory is revered by old 
and young.
